Missionary News. 

MISSION WOBE. 
At a regular meeting of the Ohio Home 
Mission Board, on June 20, 1894, it was 
decided that I should hold a revival meet- 
ing for the Mt. Carraal church, Mercer 
County, Ohio. On the 23rd of Decem- 
ber I coinraenced meeting at that place. 
The church was considerably discouraged. 
They had no preaching since early last 
sprtng. They had employed a man to 
preach for them and the Mission Board 
had promised to help them financially. 
All would have gone well if the man had 
done what he agreed to do. He quít com- 
ing without giving notice of his intentions, 
or without giving any excuse. 

Not having any shepherd, some of the 
flock were captured by the wolf. I preach- 
ed a little over two weeks, then took sick 
and had to go home. During that time 
we had to contend with dances, literàries, 
Chmtmas trees etc. We had our meet- 
ings in the school-house, hence had to 
give away twice for literàries. But not- 
withstanding all these dísadvantages, the 
interesí of the meeting kept on getting 
better. We had good congregations every 
níght when the weather was at all fair, 
Could we have kept onwebelieve a good 
work might have been done. I belíeve a 
strong church could be built up in that 
neighborhood if the proper efforts were 
put forth. Six ca me forward during these 
meetings. Three young men were baptiz- 
ed, and three young ladies recaptured 
from the destroying wolf, and restored to 
the church. 

The question is sometimes asked "What 
has become of the Ohio Home Mission 
Board?" The answer is: "It is here, 
ready to do all it can with the means in- 
trusted to its care. Every dollar paid out 
by it is done with care and economy." 
But now might not the question be asked 
with equal propriety : "What has become 
of the Ohio churches?" Now brethren I 
do not want to say ariything that will cast 
rcflections on any one. You have been 
appealed to through ihe Evangelist for 
your share of the Mission fund, and you 
have not given it any attention. I will 
wait a little while yet, then if I don't hear 
from some of you, I will give an account 
as tu who has any money in the treasury. 
There are quite a number of churches who 
have r.ot paid a single dollar all last year, 
and still morè who have not this year. 
You would be astonished lo see the ac- 
count, and unless something is done you 

shall see it.
